Deputy Albert Lipman, thirty- 
‘eighth witness in the four-day 
defefise session ending today, 
was questioned at St. Louis 
County Hospital where he is a 
patient. He said about 15 
sheriff's and police patrol cars 
tadioed for information after 
he dispatched a message about 
trouble at the barbecue party. 

“All the officers wanted to 
know what had happened, but I 
didn’t know at the time just 
what the trouble was,” Lipman 
testified. 

Another deputy, Charles Ver- 
non Schmitz, told of receiving a 
felephone call at 1:53 a.m. from 
county hospital and of having 
Lipman dispatch a patrol car to 
El Avion night club, Des Peres, 
where the shooting had occurred. 

In response to the barrage of 
radio inquiries from deputies, 
who knew of the sheriff's party 
at the night club and wanted 
to know if they were needed 
there, Schmitz said he instructed 
them to disregard the dispatch 
as no further information was 
then available. 

Three minutes after the call 
from the hospital, which had 
sent two ambulances, another call 
came from an _ unidentified 
source, informing Schmitz and 
Lipman that Smith had been 
shot, the deputies testified. 

“I felt like somebody had hit 
me in the head with a board,” 
Lipman «said. “We were close 
friends.” 

Defense counsel said addition- 
al testimony on Mosley’s behalf

Expects No More Abuse 
of Military Men by 
McCarthy—To Avoid

QUANTICO, Va., June 18 (AP) 
Secretary of the Army Robert 
fT.

FOR WHEAT, COTTON 


House Committee for Insur- 
ance Against Sharp Drop 
Under Flexible Supports. 


WASHINGTON, June 18 (UP) 
~The House Agriculture com- 
mittee has unanimously ap- 
proved legislation to insure 
against a sharp drop in Govern- 
ment price guarantees for wheat 
and cotton—if and when flex- 
ible price supports go into force. 

It voted late yesterday to in- 
clude in its “catch-all” farm 
bill an Administration request 
for authority to “set aside” and 
ignore up to $2,500,000,000 worth 
of farm surpluses when comput- 
ing minimum price support lev- 
els under the flexible formula. 

Chairman Hope (Rep.), Kan- 
sas, acknowledged that the set- 
aside provision could have no 
affect on basic crops in 1955 if 
the committee wins its fight for 
a one-year extension of rigid 
price supports at 90 per cent of 
parity. 

However, he did not rule out 
the possibility that the one-year 
extension might not be included 
in the bill which finally becomes 
law. He said the set-aside pro- 
vision could have an “important 
affect’ on price supports for 
1955 crops, if the one-year ex- 
tension “becomes lost” from the 
farm bill as it proceeds through 
Congress toward final enact- 
ment. 

The Administration is strongly 
opposed to extension of the high 
level support program past its 
scheduled Dec. 31 © expiration 
date. It wants to change over 
to the flexible price prop system 
next year. 

Under the flexible. plan sup- 
ports would range from 75 to 90

From the beginning of the 
crisis precipitated by the swift- 
ly deteriorating military situa- 
tion in Indochina he has op- 
posed American intervention. 
Early in March he made a sen- 
sational speech in the French 
Assembly proposing immediate 
peace negotiations with Commu- 
nist leader Ho Chi Minh and 
also with the Communist Chi- 
nese. He predicted the Geneva 
conference would fail to bring 
peace in Indochina, intimating 
that this failure was part of a 
deliberate plan by those wanting 
to expand the war. 


‘Alibi’ for War. 


“It is a clever piece of di- 
plomacy leading to a continua- 
tion of the war,” Mendes-France 
told the Assembly. “For that is 
what some people wish: to con- 
tinue the war after feigning an 
attempt at peace, after obtain- 
ing an alibi. Yes, to continue the 
war with, however, one impor- 
tant change, with the hope that 
the new conditions finally will 
allow us to have the presence of 
American forces in Indochina. 

“But are you forgetting that 
American intervention means 
certainly Chinese intervention 
and perhaps general war? Are 
you able to play this game and 
take this risk lightheartedly?” 

The new Premier’s first aim 
—to end the seven-and-one-half- 
year-old war—may be facilitated 
by the fact that he got the sup- 
port of the 99 Communist depu- 
ties in the Assembly. He had 
announced he would form a 
government only with an abso- 
lute majority achieved without 
Communist votes. Excluding the 
Communists, whom ‘Mendes- 
France in his speech of inten- 
tions sternly rebuked for their 
refusal to support the war, he 
had a margin of six votes over 
the necessary 314. 

But the very fact that the 
Communists went along may 
mean that Moscow and Peiping 
are prepared to offer the new 


government a compromise, 
peace. In so doing they would 


greatly increase the popularity 
of Mendes-France who would 
get the credit for ending an in- 
tensely unpopular war. This 
might mean, too, an advance 
toward a “popular front” gov- 
ernment which many believe to 
be the ultimate goal of the 
Communists, 
Concern in Washington. 

The fear of American policy- 
makers is that such a compro- 
mise peace would be merely 
one stage in the planned take- 
over by Communism in Indo- 
china. It will be welcome to 
war-weary France but the kind 
of partition inevitable in such 
a peace will not enable an in- 
dependent Laos, Cambodia and 
Viet Nam to survive. 

Mendes-France did, however, 
assert in his speech preceding 
the vote of the Assembly that 
France would stay in Indochina. 

Mendes-France has long re- 
sented the suggestion that he is 
a “neutralist” prepared to pull 
France out of the Western al- 
liance. Rejecting the neutralist 
tag, he insists at the same time 
that France must face present 
day realities, even though this 
means a re-examination of the 
“ig power” concept that has 
dominated French politics since 
the end of World War II. 

He has long been known as an 
ally of Edgar Faure, Minister of 
Finance in the deposed Laniel 
Government. Faure, who was 
mentioned as a possible pre- 
mier if the effort of Mendes- 
France had failed, is an open op- 
ponent of EDC an@ he, too, has 
advocated an end to the Indo- 
china conflict to remove the 
risk of enlarging that war. 

Reforms Overdue.

4-Nation EDC

Attempt to Arm Ger- 
mans Without Con- 
sent of Paris Poses 
Difficult Case.

HE idea produced in Con- 

gress that West Germany, 

Holland, Luxembourg and 
Belgium should form a defense 
community of their own without 
France and Italy, can hardly 
mean anything concrete, being 
merely pressure on the recalci- 
trants. 


The House Foreign Affairs 
Committee has voted that no new 
arms shipments be authorized 
for France and Italy, unless they 
ratify the European Defense 
Community. The four countries 
which have ratified EDC can get 
them if they will form some 
new organization among them- 
selves. 


That means starting arms 
shipments to Germany and 
would produce the complete al- 
ienation of French public and 
parliamentary opinion. France 
would not even permit arms to 
go into its occupation zone in 
Germany. France would feel 
that a third force is being cre- 
ated in Europe which is more 
dangerous to it than Russia. No 
amount of supranational control 
of a joint army by the four 
countries under the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization would 
satisfy France, for such controls 
would never be even as strong 
as under the European Defense 
Community plan which France 
originated but now fears to 
adopt. 


There can be no doubt that 
France would veto the admis- 
sion of such an army into 
NATO. The three small powers 
already are members. But no 
other plan except some form of 
EDC can possibly get French 
acceptance of German rearma- 
ment. 


There is no question that the 
United States has the right to 
say how its arms shall be used 
and under what system. But 
there is a question whether co- 
ercion is in its own interest. 


The French government is in 
no position to force the EDC 
issue in parliament right now. 
The idea that France is driven 
into action by the United States 
May serve to further solidify 
the opposition just at a time 
when the government, had it not 
been slapped down over the 
Indochina matter, seemed as- 
sured of enough votes for EDC. 

Italy is a different case. Italy, 
taking advantage of French 
slowness, is withholding approv- 
al of EDC in an attempt to lever 
a Trieste settlement in its own 
favor. 

The prospect is that Italy, 
rather than have military aid 
cut off, would agree to some 
arrangement with Germany, 
Belgium, Luxembourg and Hol- 
land.

ISPATCH Gov. Dewey Bowing 


Out? 

It is possible that the most important political 
news Thursday was not the adjournment of the 
public hearings in the Senate investigation of 
the battle between Senator McCarthy and the 
Department of the Army. That was important to 
be sure, very important, and Chairman Mundt’s 
final gavel on the thirty-sixth day of sessions 
closed a proceeding without precedent in the 
history of the United States Government. 

The news that gives competition to the close 
of the McCarthy-Army hearings is The New 
York Times’s unequivocal publication from Al- 
bany that Gov. Thomas E. Dewey will retire 
from public life at the end of this year. 

As reported by the careful and reliable New 
York Times, Gov. Dewey's decision is “definite 
and irrevocable.” This determination will be the 
subject of “a formal announcement within the 
next week or 10 days,” so The Times says. 

The New York Times’s printing of this report 
gives substantial verification te a similar report 
which appeared in the Buffalo Evening News the 
day before. Since the Times is so jealous of its 
reputation in not misleading its readers, it can 
be assumed that it would not print this predic- 
tion about the Chief Executive of its state if it 
was not very sure. . 

Assuming that the report is true and assum- 
ing further that is not part of a plan to “draft’’ 
Gov. Dewey to run again, then the New York 
Republican leader's impending retirement is 
political news of first importance. Twice Thomas 
E. Dewey led his party as its presidential nomi- 
nee. He ran against Franklin D. Roosevelt in 
1944 and was defeated. Four years later he ran 
against Harry S. Truman and again he was de- 
feated—in one of the biggest surprises in Ameri- 
can history. 

Few men have been more obviously ambitious 
on the national political scene. Many observers 
have felt that he would seek vindication once 
more and the story has been common that he 
would hope to win it in 1956 as the successor 
to Dwight D. Eisenhower, after a period in the 
office of Secretary of State. Part of this belief 
has been the assumption that Thomas E. Dewey 
did not for nothing deliver as he did in Chicago 
at the Republican National Convention. 

If Gov. Dewey is retiring at the age of 52, the 
question arises: Why? Has he had enough of 
public life? Why does he not ask to be the first 
Governor of New York to be paid $50,000 a year? 
If he is seeking economic security for his family 
is he not interested in the possibility of a 
$24,000 annual pension after a fourth term? 

Perhaps the key to the seeming decision is 
not in these questions but in the increasing feel- 
ing that the Republicans are going to have a 
harder time of it at the polls in 1954 than in 
1952. Congressman Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr. has 
already announced for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Albany. Presumably he will be a strong 
contender. Presumably also the race track and 
related scandals in New York and the McCarthy 
mess in the country as a whole have at least 
somewhat lessened the popularity of Mr. Dewey’s 
party. 

In any event what The New York Times re- 
ports will be watched for confirmation and 
should confirmation come, it will be even more 
carefully weighed as to probable cause and 
possible effect. 
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Rubber Horseshoes 


If anyone finds it difficult to keep up with 
the modern Pony Express, which raced across 
Kansas toward a meeting with riders from the 
the West, it is probably because of the lack of 
similarity between this and that earlier Pony 
Express, and also the heavier traffic these days. 

The present reenactment and simulation comes 
a century after the settlement of Kansas and 94 
years after the first express began, so a little 
history is in order. The original Pony Express 
(using fast horses, not ponies) began in 1860 
from. St. Joseph, Mo., and was supplanted in 
only 16 months by a telegraph line. Its fastest 
time from St. Joe to the West Coast was 7 days 
and 17 hours for carrying Lincoln’s first inaugu- 
ral address. The regular schedule was 10 days. 

Right now it is hard to figure out a 
proper comparison between that fast time and 
the contemporary schedule of the sheriff's posse 
of Wyandotte county, Kan., and other riders 
from Utah and Colorado, because the race seems 
rigged. The original express involved a change 
of horses every 10 or 15 miles. This time, 34 
changes were made in the first three hours out 
of Kansas City. 

At that the horsemen must have been going 
pretty fast because Gov. Edward F, Arn of Kan- 
sas raced to an exchange point near Topeka in 
a red convertible at 70 miles an hour, but the 
mail rider had already passed, ahead of sched- 
ule. This in spite of an Indian ambush near Law- 
rence in which one rider fell off his horse. All 
we can say is, when Kansans simulate they don’t 
hesitate, and when they celebrate it must be 
hell-for-leather on Highway 40.

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A National Liability 


Federal legislation to help clean up polluted 
streams and prevent future pollution is indeed 
very much: needed, as Representative Melvin 
Price of East St. Louis declares. The states, and 
interstate organizations, can do much of this 
work, but they cannot do it all. And stream pol- 
lution is “a serious national liability,” Mr. Price 
says, pointing to the industrial pollution of the 
Kaskaskia river in his own state and the result- 
ant inconvenience and danger to several com- 
munities. 

States need a psychological boost from their 
central government since, as the Woman’s Home 
Companion, in an article entitled “Foul—But 
You Drink It!” pointed out: “State governments 
sometimes hesitate to tangle with powerful in- 
dustries, which may threaten to move out of 
the state,” and “feel a similar delicacy about an- 
tagonizing the taxpayers and voters of big cities.” 

Mr. Price’s view that “it is high ,time” for 
Congress to enact “adequate stream-pollution 
legislation” is the same view taken by Thomas 
Parran when the latter was Surgeon General 
of the United States Public Health Service. All 
of seven years ago Dr. Parran declared that 
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Congress must determine the extent of federal 
police power in this field where the police 
power now rests with the states. 

Dr. Parran suggested a federal agency which 
would conduct investigations, prepare abatement 
programs, handle federal-aid funds, establish 
uniform standards for state legislation, and keep 
track of completed projects to insure benefits. 

Stream pollution is not exclusively a state 
problem any more than it is exclusively a fed- 
eral problem. It deserves joint action of the 
state capitals and Washington. 
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Fatigue and Coast-to-Coast Flights 

By a 3-to-2 decision the Civil Aeronautics 
Board has lifted temporarily a 23-year-old rule 
against airliner pilots working more than an 
eight-hour day. The ruling applies to any airliner 
flying nonstop coast-to-coast “in the latest mod- 
els of transport aircraft only.” It was sought by 


American, United and Trans World Airlines and © 


opposed by the Air Line Pilots Association, a 
9000-member pilot professional organization rec- 
ognized for its keen interest in promoting avia- 
tion safety. 

The ALPA comes out against the substitution 
of a 10-hour law on coast-to-coast hops, gaying: 
“The eight-hour rule established on medical 
study, correlated by industrial fatigue research, 
and proved during the 23 years it has been in 
existence, has been not only the pilot’s basic 
protection against the hazards of over-fatigue- 
limits-flying, but the public’s protection against 
cut-throat air competition resulting in a dilution 
of safety standards.” 

American Airlines was preferentially exempt- 
ed by waiver from the eight-hour rule last No- 
vember and has been flying coast-to-coast non- 
stop since then without accident although ALPA 
points out some pilots have flown as much as 
10 hours and 55 minutes on a single flight. 

Landings and take-offs are generally con- 
ceded to be the most hazardous operational fac- 
tors in flying. On the nonstop coast-to-coast 
flights the pilot and co-pilot have only one take- 
off and one landing and in between they are 
seated in their cockpit, flying at an altitude well 
above bad weather and turbulence, and with an 
automatic pilot that can do theif flying for them. 

Contrast this with a shorthaul airliner that 
may have five, six or seven airports on its sched- 
ule. Even though the crew members on this 
plane will finish their trip within eight hours 
they certainly have done more work and in- 
curred more risk, because of the several take- 
offs and landings, than have the crew on the 
Super-Constellation or the DC-7 taking off from 
New York and setting down at Los Angeles. 

It would seem that the ALPA will have to 
summon up some better arguments against this 
one exception to the eight-hour rule if they ex- 
pect to impress the CAB when the board gets 
around to permanently amending the time rule. 
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Senator Cooper Stands Up 

It is hard to see how anybody can think that 
this is a time for reducing the Army’s 19 divi- 
sions to 17. Yet this reduction was made a party 
test issue and when Senators Kennedy of Massa- 
chusetts, Monroney of Oklahoma and a half 
dozen others tried to stave off the cut, the vote 
went along party lines, 50 to 38. 

The only Republitan who had the conviction 
that the reduction was unwise and the inde- 
pendence to express that conviction in a vote 
was Senator John Sherman Cooper, Kentucky. 

We have saluted Senator Cooper before for 
voting his beliefs. We salute him again. He 
joined the losing side but he has the satisfaction 
of knowing that he himself has not contributed 
to weakening of our national security by this 
obviously unwise reduction of our Army division 
strength in these tinderbox times. 
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Sir Winston Gets His Garter 

The investiture and installation of Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill as a member of the 
600-year-old Order of the Garter took place 
this week at Windsor. The grand old gentleman 
deserved every honor, and if there were any 
others which the ceremonial British could pay 
him, they would have thought of them by now. 
Witness the event: 

Queen Elizabeth, who named Sir Winston a 
knight of the Garter more than a year ago, 
marshalled all the extensive equipment of her- 
aldry for the’ formal ceremony. Massed bands 
played. Scarlet-jacketed-Foot Guards lined the 
roadway from Windsor Castle to ancient St. 
George’s chapel. Plumed Horse Guards in 
thigh-high boots were afoot. Yeomen of the 
guard in white ruffs, and gentlemen-at-arms in 
scarlet uniforms and gold helmets, did yeoman- 
like and gentlemanly duty.

It has taken five years for physicians on the 
Group Hospital Service corporate board to per- 
mit the payment of full benefits to Blue Cross 
members treated in osteopathic hospitals.

Millions of electricity users in other 
parts of the country are enjoying lower 
power rates, in addition to other na- 
tional benefits, because of the great 
federal multiple-purpose projects such 
as those on the Columbia river and in 
Dynamic rate 
policies spread outward to other areas 
like ripples in a pool. 

Those policies were written into the 
TVA Act by its framers with the expec- 
tation that the example would provide 
inspiration for lowering electric rates 
elsewhere. TVA is instructed that its 
power be sold so as to “permit domestic 
and rural use at the lowest possible 
rates and in such manner as to encour- 
age increased domestic and rural use 
of electricity.” The act also requires 
that TVA’s power operations be “self- 
supporting and self-liquidating.” 

The combination of these two re- 
quirements became the basis for a new 
concept of rate-making in which it avas 
anticipated that if rates were deliber- 
ately set low, they would so encourage 
the use of electricity that increased 
sales volume would provide sufficient 
revenues to cover the costs. 


TVA’s wholesale revenues are covering 
all costs of operation including main- 
tenance and depreciation and, in addi- 
tion, are providing a return on the 
power investment averaging about 4 
per cent per year. 


Half for Atomic Energy — 


The. municipalities and co-operatives 
which distribute TVA power have even 
higher earnings. During the past year 
their returns averaged about 7 per cent. 

By June of 1955, about half of TVA’s 
output will go to atomic energy and 
other federal defense establishments at 
low rates which save the taxpayers 
many millions of dollars annually on 
defense costs. 

TVA's policy of encouraging greater 
power use through low rates and abun- 
dant power supply has provided a large 
market for appliances manufactured in 
other sections of the country. 


But perhaps most important of all 
has been the influence of these high- 
use, low-rate policies on electric rates 
elsewhere in the nation. 

The pattern of higher electric rates 
with distance from the TVA region is 
revealed by a comparison of average 
costs for residential use in 1932, before 
the advent of TVA, and in 1952. Month- 
ly electric bills for 100 killowatt-hours’ 
use at the residential rate were exam- 
ined for cities with 50,000 or more pop- 
ulation in 1930 in successive zones 200 
miles wide radiating from the TVA 
service area. 


In 1932 Tennessee had the highest 
average bill of all areas with $5.26 for 
100 k.w.h. of residential use. For the 
eastern part of the country all were 
around $5. The Far West was lower, 


with the State of Washington, where 
Seattle and Tacoma have long operated 
municipally owned systems, having the 
lowest average in the country—$3.18. 

By January 1952, the TVA area had 
an average bill of $2.50. The 200-mile 
zone adjoining the Tennessee valley 
showed a decrease in average bill from 
$4.97 in 1932 to $3.24 in 1952; the next 
200-mile zone, from $4.73 to $3.61; the 
third zone, from $5.07 to $3.83, and the 
fourth and most distant zone from $4.90 
to $4.12. 

Now let us look at the average price 
per kilowatt hour paid for wholesale 
power by REA borrowers in 1952 in 
successive zones 200 miles wide radiat- 
ing from the Bonneville service area 
and from the TVA service area. The 
marked trend of increasing prices with 
distance from the Tennessee valley area 
and from the Bonneville area stands out 
strongly. 


Costs Rise With Distance 


Starting with 4.9 mills per k.w.h. in 
the TVA region and going northward, 
the average price rises progressively to 
15.5 mills for the northernmost zone. 

Going southward, the average is also 
successively higher as one goes farther 
from the Tennessee valley, starting with 
4.9 mills per k.w.h, and increasing to 
7.8 mills per k.w.h. 

Because TVA and Bonneville are 
principally hydro-power areas, fuel 
costs were examined to see if this could 
account for the great difference in 
wholesale power costs between zones. 

It was found that the extreme varia- 
tion in average fuel costs between zones 
can account for about 3 mills per k.w.h. 
as compared with an extreme variation 
in average selling price between zones 
of about 10 mills. 

Moreover, even after substracting the 
average fuel cost for each zone from 


‘the average total price for the 2one, 


the pronounced trend of rising prices 
with increasing distance from the 
Bonneville or TVA area still remained, 
clear and convincing. 


Profits for Private Firms 


The foregoing shows that the private 
power companies nearest the Tennessee 
valley have miade the greatest reduc- 
tions in retail rates and also sell power 
to REA co-operatives at the lowest 
wholesale rates. 

Have these companies been hurt be- 
cause they reduced their rates and sold 
more power?

Depths of a Poet's Mind 
THE UNICORN: WILLIAM. BUTLER YEATS'S 

SEARCH FOR REALITY, by Virginia Moore. (The 

Macmillan Co., 5/9 pgs., $6.50.) 

This is one of those wonderful books, 
awesome to the general reader but very 
dear to specialists, that pull the’ net of 
intricate investigation through an ocean 
of print and persons to sieve out an- 
swers to the question, Artist, who 
made thee? Or, with special reference 
to Dr. Moore’s book, Artist, who or 
what made thy philosophy-religion? 

One pundit has declared almost pug- 
naciously that “No genuine writer is 
made by influences,” clinching his com- 


ment with the assertion that “Influence | 


can only influence what is already there 
to be influenced.” To that writer 
(George Sampson, English critic and 
literary historian), “Yeats was himself 
from the _ begin- 
ning,” his _ latest 
wayk implicit in the 
earliest. 

Virginia Moore 
thinks differently, 
as her impressive 
book ‘makes per- 
suasively clear and 
with many réasons. 
For her, the main 
point about Yeats 
is “mefamorpho- 
sis.” He lived, she 
declares, an  in- 
creasingly mental 
Yeats life; so much so, 

she feels, that ‘‘one 


may... 
to hang profound inquiries.” 
is obvious, she has done. Her motiva- 
tion? Her belief that “the world-view 
of every great writer deserves a day in 
court.” She shares Yeats’s belief in a 
supersensible world and thé possibility 
of true vision, though she does not ac- 
cept every detail of his esotericism. 
However, as she points out, she is the 
cronicler, not the critic, of the poet’s 
ripening ideas. 

Among the specific “firsts” that she 
claims for, her study are some new light 
from talks with George Yeats, Maud 
Gonne, Ezra Pound and others; incor- 
poration of hitherto unused but signifi- 
cant material from unpublished manu- 
scripts, notably the “Seven Propositions 
of 1937” which set forth, “elear as a 
midge in amber,” Yeats’s mature 
thoughts and a painstaking study of 
Yeats’s long pursuit of philosophy, both 
Western and Eastern. 

e mind of Yeats, Dr. Moore be- 
lieves, contained vast tracts of specu. 
lative ideas, a sea of religious and phi- 
losophical thinking—“an the more I try 
to plumb that sea the surer I am that it 
has no bottom.” 

The evidence of her efforts is a large 
book that is sure to affect future think- 
ing about a poet whose impact has been 
felt by readers as diverse as his own 
poetry-saturated countrymen and Ede 
mund Wilson.

N first-hand a great many things ‘that go on in Washington. 
We agreed that somehow or other the Government was not 
working as it should. What was the explanation? 


Without being in the least 
dogmatic about it, I would say 
that what follows is not the ex- 
planation but an explanation. 
I would begin ei 
by arguing that 
the election of ~ 
1948 was a po- © 
litical misfor- % 
tune. This is 4 
not because of £ 
any special 
fault of Mr. 
Truman’s but 
because in 1948 
it was time un- 
der the Ameri- pe 
can party sys- 
tem for the mayen. 
Republicans to come into office. 


They had been out of office 
for 16 years during ‘which the 
country had gone through the 
great depression, the New Deal, 
‘the second world war, and the 
opening of the cold war. 

It was time for a change of 
parties in order’ to redress the 
errors and right the balance of 
the Democratic excesses, and 
also and no less to confront the 
Republicans with the realities of 
the modern age and the respon- 
sibilities of governing in the 
modern world. 

In 1948 the Republicans had 
in Dewey and Warren men of 
indubitable . political experi- 
ence. They had also many 
elder statesmen in Congress 
and men available from private 
life who were in the great na- 
tional Republican tradition. 


Me BS 


Republican Irresponsibles. 


The accidents and miscalcula- 
tions which gave Mr. Truman his 
unexpected victory in 1948 had 
nothing to do with the broad 
historic needs or trends of the 
country but the consequences 
were far-reaching. The Demo- 
crats, though re-elected, had no 
genuine mandate, and in fact 
felt themselves on the defensive 
throughout Truman’s second 
term. They never felt that they 
were firmly seated in the driv- 
er’s seat. 

The Republicaris, denied a 

term of office which they were 
entitled-to expect, fell into the 
hands of their most irreconcil- 
able and most irresponsible fac- 
tion. The object of the party 
came to be fighting the Demo- 
crats without thought of how to 
win a national election or how 
to govern the country if the Re- 
publicans were elected. 
_ They did win an election in 
1952 but they won under the 
aegis of Gen. Eisenhower who 
was not the choice of the men 
who operated the party, and h 
has never been their accepte 
leader. 

So after 1948, in the second 
Truman Administration the 
‘Democrats had no genuine po- 
litical mandate from the coun- 
try, and they knew it. They 
were, moreover, divided into 
factions as always happens to 
~~ party which is in office too 
ong. 


_ Started by Red Bomb. 


Opposed to them was a Re- 
publican party which was in the 
hands of men who had never had 
the responsibility for governing, 
who were wholly habituated to 
being in the opposition. 


| We are very conscious today 
of the fact that the authority of 
the Eisenhower Administration 
is gravely enfeebled. But the 
enfeeblement of the executive 
began under Truman. 

In fact, it would be fair to say 
that Eisenhower is the inheritor 
of a mess—the mess of execu- 
tive feebleness— which he has 
not known how to overcome, 
though that is what the country 
hoped and believed it was elect- 
ing him to do., 

‘The Truman Administration 
was subjected to a terrible or- 
deal of events which it lacked 
the strength and the-authority 
to cope with. The ordeal which 
was to prove too much for the 
Truman Administration began in 
September 1949 with the news 
that the Soviet Union had broken 
the monopoly of atomic weapons. 


During the following year the 
Truman Administration made a 
series of catastrophic errors, all 
of them I believe due to its 
weakness. It kept the country 
grossly disarmed right up to the 
Korean war, _ 

Though it kept the country 
disarmed, it ceded to Congress 
its constitutional right to treat 
the recognition of Red China as 
a negotiable question. It an- 
nounced a defense perimeter in 
the Far East which appeared to 
abandon South Korea. 


It made the colossal error of 
authorizing MacArthur to march 
to the Yalu river, which was 
followed by the intervention of 
China, by a great disaster to. 
American arms and by the cre- 


ation of an almost insoluble: 


problem of Chinese-American 
relations. 


. In the midst of all these er- 
rors in the Far East, it went 
ahead, without diplomatic nego- 
tiation with the French and the 
British, without diplomatic prep- 
aration of any kind, without 
waiting to make peace with Ger- 
many, to demand the rearma- 
ment of Germany. 

It was this putting of the cart 
before the horse that has endan- 
gered, perhaps ruined, the pros- 
pects of a deep and permanent 
Franco-German reconciliation. 


Both Lacking in Courage. 


For these major errors have 
created a condition in our pol- 
icy which it will take more than 
one agonizing reappraisal to re- 
pair. They were all of them, I 
think, characteristic errors of an 
enfeebled executive, of one that 
is unsure of itself and of its 
mandate. 

The end of our atomic mo- 
nopoly required a radical reap- 
praisal not only of technological 
policy in atomic matters—as for 
example in relation to the hy- 
drogen bomb on the one hand 
and of tactical weapons on the 
other. It required also a reap- 
praisal of the political conse- 
quences which have been enor- 
mous, the consequences to our 
allies, to the neutrals, to Ger- 
many and to Japan, both of 
them prime atomic targets, and 
to the uncommitted nations of 
Asia. 

But that reappraisal required 
the kind of intellectual and 
moral courage which neither the 
Truman or the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration has possessed. 

It was the panic of August 
1950, for it was mere panic, that 
caused us to put the cart before 
the horse in Germany and has 
put our whole European policy 
in jeopardy. 

These errors were committed 
because at bottom it was easier 
to commit them than to refrain 
from commiting them. 


The Mess Grows Worse. 


This is the way I explain to 
myself why the mess in aWsh- 


ington,. which existed under 
Truman, is certainly as great 
and in some wayS a more 


dangerous mess under Eisen- 
hower. 

The executive power, en- 
feebled by the misfortune of a 
wrong election, has _ created 
great errors of policy which the 
executive is not strong enough 
to correct and repair. A mess 
can be defined as what must re- 
sult when a weak Administra- 
tion is faced with problems that 
are too big for it. 

How, if that is what it is, does 
a country work its way out of a 
mess of this kind? If I had to 
answer that question, which I 
might as well try to do, what 
with a vacation ahead of me, it 
would be by saying something 
like this. 


Assuming that we have the 
lucidity and resolution not to be- 
come entangled in a war which 
{it is not to our vital interest to 
fight, the American political sys- 
tein should be able to right itself 
if by a normal partisan election, 
a normal administration of nor- 
mal politicians come into power 
with an undeniable popular man- 
date behind them.

Miss Randall, who is also con- 
sultant to the National Confer- 
ence on Aging and vice chair- 
man of the committee on aging 
of the National Social Welfare 
Assembly, said the increase in 
life expectancy called for homes 
for the aged which provide 
necessary health care and a pro- 


pose. ; 

In 25 years, she told her audi- 
ence, the average age of appli- 
cants for admission to homes 
has increased from 65 or 66 ¢o 
“more nearly” 75 to 77. People 
live longer because of improved 
medical and nursing care, and, 
constitutionally, older people 
can “endure a great deal be- 
cause of the knowledge of nu- 
tritions,” she declared. 

“Homes for the aged must 
adapt themselves to the needs 
of people if they are to fulfill 
their purpose of being social 
agencies,” Miss Randall de- 
clared. “As for the’actual hous- 
ing for the aged it is encourag- 
ing to report that experiments 
in housing the aged are-increas- 
ing in number and variety.” 
She told of the development 
of retirement towns being built 
for old people, and stressed the 
need for sheltered care fur the 
aged. In the sheltered care pro- 
gram older people are under su- 
pervision of persons other than 
members of their families, she 
said. 

Miss Randall also recommend- 
ed the “substitute family” pro- 
gram as a living arrangement for 
those who might otherwise have 
to be placed in a state hospital 
because of slight abnormalities 
in behavior and for those who 
after hospital treatment can be 
paroled. In such an arrange- 
ment the home is supervised by 
a social worker.

‘Democrats Want Action. 


That report, it is indicated, 
will criticize both the Senator 
and the Army, and thus wilt be 


an indictment of the Administra- 


tion. Democrats now have a ma- 
jority in the Senate, which is 
divided 48 to 47 in their favor, 
and also might get the support 
of Senator Wayne Morse, Ore- 
gon independent. 

Through this public fight over 
the reports, Democrats will be 
able to make a party record 
without going to the length of 
the Flanders resolution. The 
party leadership is against join- 
ing behind the Flanders resolu- 
tion as a party issue. There are 
two reasons. . 

One reason is that they think 
the best strategy is to let the 
committee-chairmanships issue 
remain a Republican party fight. 
The other reason looks to the 
future and to orderly processes 
in the Senate. 

Leadership Hesitates. 

If Democrats should now, as a 
party, upset committee chair- 
manships of the party in control, 
the Republicans might sometime 
upset their committee chairman- 
ships. Beyond that also is the 
almost sacred rule of seniority 
by which chairmanships are at- 
tained. That would be disrupted 
if a chairman could be deposed. 

There are a number of Senate 
Democrats, mostly younger and 
newer members, who have little 
patience with this position of 
the leadership. They believe 
that, as a matter of principle— 
as well as good politics—the 
party should rise up boldly and 
strike out against McCarthyism 
in a forthright way that would 
be unmistakable to the public. 

They would go all the way 
with Senator Flanders, or vote 
for censure of the Wisconsin 
Senator as an alternative, or fol- 
low some other clear and un- 
equivocal course of condemna- 
tion. 

But they recognize that they 
would not win in the Senate if 
the leadership is against them, 
and if they lost, they would only 
play into Senator McCarthy's 

hands.

St. Louis fight fans wondered 
why the Marciano-Charles bout 
wasn’t carried on theater-TV 
here. One answer was provided 
by Frank Henson, manager of 
Loew’s State, where the Marci- 
ano-La Starza fight last year 


drew a capacity 3200. 


Pointing out that the Loew's 
'chain headquarters did not spe- 
_cify reasons for not booking the 
telecast here or in several other 
cities, Henson said he felt the 
chief reason was the tremendous 
cost involved and the gamble of 
a postponement. 

“The theaters must pay the 
ILB.C, (International Boxing 
Club) $1 per seat whether it’s 
sold or not,” Henson said, If 


‘the fight was rained out, he con- 


tinued, it would mean the loss 
of receipts from the telecast, 
plus the loss of a full day’s re- 
ceipts from the theater's regular 
movie program. Becatigse equip- 
ment must be set up, no regular 
movies can be shown all day if 
a fight telecast is booked.” 
Henson said Loew's here has 
about $40,000 tied up in special 
theater-TV equipment which is 
used for special closed-circuit 
programs, like national automo- 
bile shows, in the morning so 
that there will be no conflict 
with regular movie showings. 
Other cities in which Loew’s 
theaters failed to book last 
night’s fights included Washing- 
ton, Baltimore and Cleveland. 
There was theater TV in Chica- 
go, “est Memphis, Ark., and 


| Kansas City among others. 


“And,” said Henson, “if we 
carried the fight (for about $3 
a head) and there was a one- 
round knockout, they (the cus- 
tomers) probably would want to 
tear down the theater.” 

There was no home television 
of the bout. It was broadcast 
by KSD.

pimiento, two No. 2 cans toma- 
toes, one-eighth teaspoon 
erushed red pepper, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one pound (about 
four medium-size) flounder or 
lemon sole fillets. 

Method: Heat olive oil and 
butter in 12-inch skillet over 
moderately low heat; add un- 
cooked noodles and onion. 


Cook, stirring often, until noo- 
dies ‘and onion are lightly 
browned, Add green pepper, 
garlic, pimiento, tomatoes, red 
pepper and salt; if tomatoes are 
solid-pack break them up. Cover 
and adjust heat so mixture boils 
gently. Cook until noodles are 
almost tender—about 10 min- 
utes; stir a few times with wood- 
en spoon in case noodles. stick. 
Cut each fillet into three large 
pieces and bury in noodle mix- 
ture; continue cooking gently 
until fish is tender—three to 
five minutes. Remove from 
pan with wide spatula, scraping 
up bottom. Serve at once. 
Makes four to six servings.

A Foreign Menu 


HETHER you are traveling 
W abroad this summer or go- 

- ing no farther than the 
nearest nationality restaurant, 
it’s wise to be familiar with the 
items you'll encounter on the 
bill of fare. 

Certainly you've heard varia- 
tions on the story of the indi- 
vidual who confidently pointed 
to one line of a French menu 
and was served nothing but a 
glass of water. It’s not likely 
to happen to you, but it could— 
unless you are able to translate 
a few words of French and 
Italian. 

Nothing so delights a waiter 
as to hear one of his native 
dishes ordered in a manner in- 
dicating your familiarity with 
the name of the speciality and 
its taste. You won’t make much 
of an impression if you have to 
ask “what’s in it?” or “how do 
you pronounce it?” 


* * * 

LET’S START at the top of 
the menu. Probably you know 
that antipasto (on-ti-pahs-toe) is 
the Italian equivalent of the 
French hors d'oeuvres (or-du-vr) 
and that it is a selection of pate 
(pah-tay), vegetables, fish, eggs 
and other relishes or appetizers. 

Soup is next. Do you know 
what a bisque (bisk) is? A pot- 
age, poe-tah})? Minestrone (me- 
neh-stro-neh)? A bisque is a 
cream soup of shell fish; bisque 
d’homard (d’oh mar) is cream of 
lobster soup. Minestrone is an 
Italian vegetable soup with a 
meat stock base. Potage is an un- 
clarified soup, usually creamed, 
often made with potatoes. 

Now for the main course. Au 
gratin (o-grah-tan). means a dish

How Lutheran Interracial Center Grew 


Project Sponsored by Business Women Started With Two Children, Now Serves Hundreds

NE. October afternoon in 
( 1947, two 17-year-old - 
wandered into the new Lu 
eran Community Center at 708 
South Fourth street. No one 
ever found out how the girls 
heard about it. No invitations 

had been issued. 


In the gloomy upstairs quar- 
ters, somewhat discouraged 
with the task ahead of her, the 
new director, Miss Anna 
put down her work to sit with 
the two children and tell Bible 
stories. That was the beginning 
of an interracial community pro- 
gram which today reaches hun- 
dreds of youngsters in a large 
south side area. Their ages may 
range from 18 months to 18 
years. Their problems may~ be 
as serious as family friction or 
as simple as loneliness. What- 
ever the age or ailment, the 
Lutheran Community Center 
tries to meet it. 


But the establishment of the 
south side center was only the 
latest chapter in a program of 
help to young people which has 
been carried on since 1934 by 
the Lutheran Business Women, 
an organization of 225 members 
representing nearly every phase 
of the business and industrial 
world. In 1937, three years after 
they organ they sponsored a 
part-time ial worker on the 
staff of the Family: and Chil- 
dren’s Service. That same year, 
they opened a small community 
center in the basement of a 
church at Tenth street and Cass 
avenue. In 1943, they opened 
two vacation Bible schools; in 
1944, they opened two others. 


Early in their club history 
they started sending children to 
summer camp. Twenty went the 
first year and now more than 
100 usually attend on camper- 
ships provided for girls by the 
Opti-Mrs. Clubs, auxiliary of the 
Optimist Club, and for boys by 
individual donors. 


Miss Beck, as the first presi- 
dent of the Lutheran Business 
Women, had urged a program 
of service to young people as the 
group’s special philanthrophy, 
but she didn’t realize that it 
was to become her life work. 
She was a business woman at 
the time, but was giving much 
of her spare time to the north 
side center at Tenth street and 
Cass avenue. When the south 
side center was opened, she left 
her job to become a full-time 
director of the entire youth pro- 
gram. It remains under the 
sponsorship of the Lutheran 
Business Women, but many 
clubs and individuals have given 
money and time. to keep it go- 
ing, in addition to the finan- 
cial support and volunteer serv- 
ice from the women’s group. 


“I’m afraid I was pretty dis- 
couraged at first,” said Miss 
Beck. “This building had been 
left to the Lutheran Church for 
a mission and the church had 
permitted us to take over the 
second floor. But it was gloomy 
and dark and I didn’t know how 
in the world we were going to 
attract the children.” 

She needn’t have worried. The 
two youngsters who wandered in 
by accident that October after- 
noon started telling their friends 
and within a few weeks there 
were more than 20 regular at- 
tendants at the center. Then it 
was decided to keep it en un- 
til 9 o’clock in the evening and 
the number Foams to 80. It 
has wn until now several 
hundred children are being 
helped in some way through the 
center. Meanwhile, the north 
side project also has continued 
to grow and now has an average 
attendance of 100. Miss Beck 
gives part of her time to that, 
but most of her work is at the 
Fourth street project.

There was a remarkable change 
in that youngster, too. Now he 
has straightened up and is in 
the service. 

“His sister also had been 
spoiled and was un-co-operative. 
As I talked with her, I asked 
her to do these things: first to 
pray, then to look in the mirror 
at her unpleasant and sulky 
face; then to be kind to the 
leaders, to help with the chil- 
dren, and finally to look again 
in the mirror and at last to pray 
again. This was a formula I 
asked her to follow. Now she 
has turned out all right, too. 

“You never give up on a child. 
I know when I first came, I 
used to get so discouraged that 
when I got home at night I 
couldn’t sleep for hours, just 
worrying about the children. 

“I guess,” she said, “I learned 
to pray here, too.”

Popular Recordings 
By Charles Menees 


G scree “The Girl in Pink Tights,” which folded last 


Saturday, and that leaves four current Broadway shows 
represented musically on records. These are “The Pajama 
Game,” “The Golden Apple,” both with scores that have been 
prime factors in helping these 
shows win awards, “By The 
Beautiful Sea” and “Comedy in 
Music,” which features Victor 
Borge by himself. All are pre- 
sented on 12-inch long plays. 

The scores from. the three 
big-cast shows are reaching the 
counters* unfortunately as the 
retail record business is in per- 
haps its worst postwar slump. 
And this isn’t just the custom- 
ary summer slack. The buying 
of higher-priced records has 
been tapering off since the first 
of the year. General verdict is 
that recordings once more are 
among earliest victims of the 
pinch of the entertainment 
budget. 

These economics are brought 
up as evidence that the afore- 
mentioned original-cast record- 
ings might not even pay their 7 
expenses, It takes a lot of money to record a show album. This 
has been the case since recording companies began 10 years 
ago, with the big success of “Oklahoma!”, bidding heavily for 
recording right of musicals even before critics had a chance 
to pass judgment. A few original-cast albums have made money; 
the majority have not because their music didn’t become popular 
enough to stand on its own.

Janis 
Paige, Eddie Foy Jr., and Reta Shaw (Mr. Peppers’ Aunt Lil on 
television) leave little to be desired in their delivery of other 
songs.

MUSIC OF “THE GOLDEN APPLE,” the prize-winning 
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musical which had its auspicious beginning off Broadway, is by 
Jerome Moross, with lyrics hy John Latouche. The Moross 
melodies reflect the inspiration of folk tunes, range from the 
haunting to the lively.
